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Continuation of 2. NOTE: the amendatory language in claim 1 was not previously recited in the claims and raises a new issue. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered but 
the outstanding grounds of rejection are still believed to be proper. The assertion that Allen relates to liquid electrolyte containing 
electrochemical cells, whereas Koschany relates to a PEM cell, is acknowledged. However, it is noted that Allen teaches at column 10, 
line 11, that "[t]he electrodes and assemblies of this invention are useful In many electrochemical cells including those referred to above/' 
Thus, it is believed that Allen recognizes that his electrode is useful in cells other than liquid electrolyte cells. Additionally, it is noted that 
Allen's discussion of "flooding" is also applicable to PEM fuel cells because these cells are known to have flooding problems with product 
or humidification water Further, the artisan would be motivated to use the electrode of Allen for reasons other than those relating to a 
liquid electrolyte. For example, at column 5, line 45 et seq., advantages not appearing to relate to a liquid electrolyte are enumerated- 
electric resistivity, mechanical stability, and electrochemical performance, among others. As such, it is believed that the Allen reference 
is properly combinable with the Koschany reference.
